JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA, 
The P. and O. mail of 10th May arrived out on the 29th 
June; the French mail of the 17th on 10th July. Dates 
are now down to the 14th July. The regularity in the arrival 
of mails is specially noticed. 
The political intelligence by this opportunity is extremely 








meagre. 

On the 2nd July one of those dastardly and cowardly attempts 
at assassination for which the Japanese have rendered them- 
selves so famous occurred at the Dutch Legation in Yedo. 
H.E. the Dutch Minister, Mr. Van Polsbroek, was sitting in his 
verandah, when a Japanese deliberately pointed a pistol at him 
and fired. Happily the aim was imperfect, and Mr. Van Pols- 
broek escaped without injury. Although, it is asserted, every 
effort has been made to find the villain who thus made the at- 
tempt it has been ineffectual. 

The new admiral, Sir Henry Keppel, has arrived in H.M.S. 
Salamis. He made no stay in Yokohama, but started at once 
for Yedo, where he wasthe guest of the British Minister. He 
returned to Yokohama on the 11th July. H.M.S. Perseus left 
on the morning of the 6th for Hakodadi, with Mr. and Mrs. 
Eusden as passengers. About the 18th the admiral proposes 
to visit Hakodadi and the inland sea; H.E. Sir Harry Parkes 
intends to make an official visit. 

Much satisfaction is expressed at the prospect of having so 
fine an ironclad as the Ocean attached to the China fleet. The 
Admiralty have done well in selecting a powerful one whilst 
they were about it; as although no one anticipates trouble in 
these waters to an extent to call for ironclads, still there is no 
knowing what may turn up. 

The American Fire Company have received fiom San Fran- 
sisco, per brig Brewster, their new fire engine, the Volunteer, and 
gave her a preliminary trial. The weather was very unfavorable 
for showing what she could do, the wind blowing strong at the 
time, notwithstanding which she threw an inch stream horizon- 
tally nearly 150 feet, and perpendicularly about seventy feet. 
Her cylinders are 6§ inches diameter, with 15 inch stroke. 

The American celebration of the 4th July was duly per- 
formed. At noon asalute of 37 guns was fired by the men-of- 
war, Kanagawa Fort, and at the U.S. Consular grounds, and 
sunset was marked by a parting salute from an American ship 
in the harbour. Falling as it did on one of the days of a great 
Japanese holiday, on which every man, woman, and child 
seemed to be out of doors, all in gala costume, the day appeared 
more gay and holiday-like than has been witnessed bere for some 
time. 

Messrs. Hansard and Black, the proprietors of the Japan 
Herald, it is stated, have been declared bankrupts, and the 
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paper will be continued by Messrs. Scott and Co. as the Japan 
Chronicle. 

The rifle match between the officers of the 2nd 9th Regi- 
ment and the members of the Yokohama Rifle Association took 
placeon Thursday. The weather was, compared with most we 
have lately experienced, exceptionally fine; in fact, until about 
half the 400 yards shooting had been gone through, it was 
quite perfect for the purpose. A bright clear atmosphere with 
& cloudy sky was accompanied by just enough wind, blowing 
from behind the marksmen, to carry off the smoke. At the 
last the clouds broke, and gleams of bright sunshine interfered 
with these conditions in some measure. Under these circum- 
stances a heavy score might have been expected, but, as will 
be seen below, this was hardly the result :—

Two rowing matches took place on the afternoon of Thursday, 
4th inst., the first between the pinnaces of the Perseus 
and Basidisk, in which the former won by two lengths; the 
second between a boat pulled by sailors belonging to the Ganges 
and one pulled by Japanese belonging to Capt. Mason, of the 
Tiptree.

The Dragon sailed from Glasgow March 15, arrived at St. 
Vincent, 28, sailed the 1st, and arrived at Cape of Good Hope 
April 25, sailed, 30, arrived at Singapore June 5, sailed, 13, and 
arrived at Hong Kong evening 27th ukimo. Light airs and calms 
to Van Dieman’s Straits ; June 3 and 4 encountered strong gales 
with high sea runving, since calms. The Dragon has performed 
what. has not been done before; the last place she coaled at 
being the Cape of Good Hope, and having actually been at sea 
only eighty-nine days. Taking into consideration that she is 
heavily laden, she has completed a wonderfully quick passage. 
Her engines are of the most modern construction, embracing 
latest. improvements, being high and low pressure, with four 
cylinders. She condenses sufficient water for all purposes, and 
can run ten Knots an hour with the consumption of six tons of 


coals a day—or eight knots an hour upon four tons per twenty- | 


four hours. 
COMMERCIAL, 

The following is the report of the Japan Herald :-— 

We commence a new year from the Ist July, as the old Tea 
and Silk season closes on the 30th June, and the new erops 
thenceforward claim the greatest attention. The export of both 
Tea and Silk during 1866-7 compare favourably with the pre- 
ceding year, and although the average range of prices has been 
somewhat lower, yet the difference of exchange between dollars

has left a large advantage with the native sellers, It may be 
expected that this will bear fruit in increased supplies ; and as 
both the Teamen and Silk menchants speak of good crops we 


have no doubt that the export of 1867-8 will show a consider- | 


able advance: 

In importa the exchange has very materially interfered with 
operations, The buyers have striven hard against paying more 
boos—the sellers against taking fewer dollars ; but although 
both have had to give way in order to do business the buyers 
have done so in Jess degree than the sellera,. The low rate of 
boos, however, has rendered business very heavy; and more 
than once during the year, when there seemed a likelihood of 
some improvement, the Japanese Government have had to 
throw lacs and lacs of boos into the market to buy dollars to 
obtain the means of paying for purchases of ships, dockyard 
materials or other things which they had ordered in Europe, 
the payments for which fell due.

In fact, arrivals, both of old and 
new silk do not amount since the beginning of the month to more than 
80 piculs. Tea: About 700 piculs new have arrived, and sold at $22 to 
$32. The Havelock, for New York, takes 299,217 lbs. tea and a few 


packages silk. 
MAGASAKT, | 


The following is from Messrs. Alt and Co.’s Circular, dated 
July 1 :— 

Imrorts.—Our markets, as is usual during the rainy season, are in a 
very depressed state; native merchants, however, assure us that in a few 
weeks a more active demand will set in for manufactured goods. Camlets : 
Small sales have been made at quotations. Turkey Red Prints: Large 
patterns wanted. Grey Shirtings are in heavy stock, with little demand. 
Cotton Yarn in small demand; stocks light. Lustre Orleans are also 
wanted, at quotations. Tientsin Cotton: Prices quoted can be realised 9 
of Shanghai, however, there are heavy stocks. Metals show a slight im- 
provement. Nail Rod Iron: Small sizes are wanted; as also is Round 
Bar and hoop. Lead: A demand is again springing up. Coal (English) ¢ 
None in the place. 

Exports.— We have again to report a dulness in our produce markets. 
Only a few sales of Tobacco have been reported; stocks are small and 
prices firm. There have been a few settlements at advancing rates. Galls 

ave been taken only in small quantities, and are in fair supply. In Tea 
we hear of no purchases for cash, nor are any settlements of new crop leaf 
reported. The parcels of new Tea which have so far been offered are 
only of indifferent quality, no fine Teas having apparently arrived from 
the country. 


CHINA. 
PEKING. 

In the Peking Gazette of 28th June there is an edict relating to 
the famine in the North of China, but more particularly in this pro- 
vince of Chihli. It orders the Governor-General and prefects to 
find out the distressed families, and give them rice or money to 
keep them from starving to death. We are going to see dread- 
ful times this year in the north. The rebels hitherto in Honan 
province have come into the Shantung province and into the 
south of this province, causing great alarm in Chefoo and to 
the Tientsin mandarins. The steamer Shanse took 564 men 
of the Chinese Rifles to Chefoo (leaving here on the 2nd) to 
protect that place. I fear the whole of the north of China is 
likely to be in a disturbed state by starving people and rebels. 

A late number of the Peking Gazette contains a very severe 
reprimand to Li-hung-chang, because of his want of success 
against the Nien-fei. His negligence is represented as a crime 
against the Government, and he is ordered to exterminate them 
at once if he does not wish to be proceeded against. The 
Futai of Hu-peh, and the Fantai of Shangtung have lost their 
buttons for similar reasons. 

At Chefoo H.M. gunboat Jxsolent and French Mirage were 
in harbour, and the U.S. oorvette Wyoming had visited 
Tengchow, a place were American missionaries reside, to protect 
the foreign inhabitants. Parties of rebels had advanced as 
close as forty-five li to Chefoo, and the native inhabitants were 
in the usual state of funk. At this port Mr. Alabaster, late 
Acting Vice Consul at Shanghai, has assumed the reins of office 
as Acting Consul, and is distinguishing himself by endeavouring 
to reassure the people and bolstering up the courage of the 
officials. He is, as he formerly was at Shanghai, a most 
determined anti-rebel and believer in the infallibility of the 
Manchu authorities, by whom he has been decorated. 

The latest arrival from these northern ports is the Vanzng, 
on the 17th July ; Sir Rutherford Alcock, in the Argus, arrived 
at the outer anchorage of Taku on the 7th ;] from there he was 
conveyed on his way to Tientsin in the Manila. This vessel 
managing to get ashore, his Excellency and suite had to disem- 
bark and perform the remainder of their journey, some twelve 


‘miles, on ponies, arriving at H.M. Consulate Tientsin on the 


night of the 8th, and departing for Peking on the succeeding 
day. 
SHANGHAI 

The P. and O. mail of 27th May arrived out on the 8th 
July. ‘Telegraphic advices via Galle reached to the 14th June, 
and via Kiachta to the 18th. The North China Herald has 
the following summary of news dated 19th July :— 

We have very little local news to record since our last issue. 


:Perhaps the occurrence which has excited most interest has 
been the trial and conviction of a broker named Reuben on a 
charge of forging and uttering a false opium delivory order on the 
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Ariel, He was sentenced to two years’ imprisonment in Hong 
Kong ana subsequent deportation. | 
The well-known Fuh-ho property, covering about 5} mow of 
land, a portion of which is unlet, and the remainder bringing in 
a rental of 3,470 taels per annum, has been sold for 20,400 
taels. Five shares in the Shanghai Gas Company have realised 
60 taels each; and three shares in the General Hospital 25 
cents each! Two lots of Chinese house property in Tientsin 
Road have also been sold; a lot measuring 5m. 5f. 3]. 1h. for 
chi ; and another, measuring 7m. 5f. 11, 1h, for 11,600 








The Taotai has collected 500 taels from the villages on the 
Woosung Road, 300 taels from the Pao-shan, and 200 taels 
from the Shanghai districts, towards the expense of repairing 
the bridges. 

The Taotai has officially notified the various money dealers 
that, after the 6th instant, the restrictions regarding the sale 
of dollars on time bargains, by people without capital, will be 
strictly enforced. 

Wang-tsung-lien, who has long been an incubus in the post 
of Che-hsien of Shanghai, has been superseded by Yeh Tung- 
chun, who is favourably known to foreign officials as one of the 
Chinese police committee. The Fantai, we learn, has dis- 
charged Wang for not properly restraining his constables. 
The head constable was lately summoned to Soochow, 
and instead of sending him the Hsien took him in his train, to 
show that he partly identified himself with the man’s case and 
meant to shield him. The Che-hsien was politely treated by 
the Fantai and asked to take a seat ‘‘on the bench,” as we 
would say. The case was investigated, and being found proved, 
the man had 300 blows there and then administered in his 
master’s presence, This was taken by the,Che-hsien so much 
to heart that he shut himself up and refused food for two days. 
His attempt to use his influence on behalf of his constable has 
proved his ruin. Yeh, the new man, is well known among the 
natives as a sort of Haroun Al Rashid, who goes about in dis- 
guise and finds out grievances. 

The French Consul-General has notified that a Custom-house 
exists at Woo-sueh at which foreign vessels have to stop and 
have their papers examincd, with a view to prevent contraband 
trade in arms and munitions of war. 

A serious accident occurred to the steamer Fenella on her 
way to Ningpo. One of the boilers burst, badly injuring the 
engineer and several Chinese. The injuries sustained by the 
former have since proved fatal. The steamer is not much 
damaged. 

The sailor who committed the assault on Captain Winchester, 
of the Coral Nymph, has been sentenced to one year’s imprison- 
ment with hard labour at Hong Kong. 

Difficulties continue in selling cargoes of bean cake from 
Newchwang by foreign vessels. " 

The P.M.S.S. Costa Rica, a description of which we gave in 
our last issue, arrived from Hong Kong on July 8, and left for 
Yokohama via Nagasaki. This company has fixed the rate for 
the round voyage at.the really moderate figure of $150, an ex- 
ample which we trust the other steam companies will not be 
slow to follow. | 

The failure of Messrs, Mackellar and Co., of Hankow, has 
caused more excitement in Hankow and Shanghai than has been 
known in the commercial world for some time past. 

Writing on this subject a contemporary says :— 

“Wo are informed that the failure of Messrs. Mackellar and 
Co., of Hankow, caused very great excitement in the Settlement. 
The Chinese tea dealers, who had sold their goods to the house 
shortly before the suspension was announced, manifested the 
utmost hostility, and invaded the private dwellings of the bank- 
tupts, saying that they had come to dinner, that the house and 
all about it belonged to them. The Taotai of Hankow, it is 
alzo stated, has suggested the punishment of the insolvents, and 
has identified himself with the tea merchants in a similar man- 
ner to that in which the Shanghai Taotai took up the cudgels 
Respecting the Chuquai silk business. Mr. Myburgh has left 
for Hankow, we understand, in connection with this busineas, 
and the whole of the matter may, therefore, be expected shortly 
to be brought before the Court at that port.” 

The losses likely to accrue from the failure are reported to 
be from 200,000 to [300,000 taels, all or nearly all of which 
will fall upon the native merchants, who naturally speak rather 
strongly on the subject. Wo have heard a touching account of 
the behaviour of the teamen who crowded the Fire Queen 

a her lest passage from Hankow, sitting disconsolate on their 
own tea chests, their own yet not their own, bought and 
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shipped, but not paid for, before the failure was announced. 

The Shanghai New Dock is to be roofed in to form a swim- 
ming bath ; the water to be frequently changed and cleansed 
with alum. A platform five feet deep is to be constructed in part 
of it for the benefit of non-swimmers. The Coutlay of 1,000 tls. 
required to complete this is to be raised by an entrance fee of 
10 tls. each member, and the annual subscription will not 
exceed $3. The lease of the building known as the Shanghai 
Club is, by order of the mortgagees, to be sold by auction on 
the 10th August. 

The steamer Jslaxd Queen has been sold at auction for 10,000 
tls.— purchaser, Capt. MacFarlane. 

The new seaman’s church at Pootung is now nearly com- 
pleted. It will be avery handsome little building and form a 
pleasing spectacle to the promenaders on the Bund and Consular 
mud flat. 

We understand that there is a deficiency in the church funds 
of about Taels 15,000, and that the new building must come to 
a stand unless a loan is arranged by tho trustoes. 

Sir R. Alcock is professing to want all suggestions with 
reference to the revision of the treaty and tariff, but the all- 
important want is the bonding system; though probably somo 
houses prefer things as they are, and don’t mind a lock-up of 
duties so long as it will exclude others from the trade ; and per- 
haps they are right from past experience. New ports will be 
asked for, but the extension of branches must cease, aud new 
agencies will be established if honest men can be found. 


Imports. —Grey Shirtings are being returned from Tientsin to this port. 
There has been a fair business done during the fortnight at rates slightly 
higher than those current last mail. Sales from first hands, however, have 
not been large, and the deliveries for re-export have been only on a mode- 
rate scale. Prices now are taels 2.75 to 2.82 for 8.4 Ibs., and taels 2.35 to 
2.45 for 7 lbs. T-Cloths: ‘The demand has fallen off for all but the best 
makes, and prices show a fall of 7 cents per piece. White Shirtings: 
Considerable sales of the lower counts are reported at improved prices, 
and 2.50 per piece has been willingly paid for 50 reed (best). Woollens: 
Camlets continue very dull of sale, with no change in price. Long 
Ells: The demand remains steady at about former prices. Stocks 
are not large, and firmly held. Spanish Stripes have advanced in value, 
and fair assortments have met with a ready sale. Figured Orleans: Some 
holders have pressed sales, and considerable transactions are reported at 
the decline noted last mail. Metals: The market remains without change 
of importance. The Titania brings some 300 tons of iron, Nail Rods 
may be quoted at tls. 2.52. Lead has been sold at tls. 4.90, and Malacca 
Tin at tls.19. Coals: The arrivals caused rates to decline; the demand 
on Chinese account has also abated. Cardiff, from ship’s side, tls. 15, 
nominal; North Wales, do., tls. 14, nominal; English, do., tls. 14 to 16 
nominal; Anthracite, do., tls. 13 to 13.50; Sydney, do, tls. 11, sales; 
Japan, do., tls. 7.50 to 8, sales; Formosa, do., tls. 5.50 to 6.50, sales. 

Exrorts.—Tea.—We have had an active business in Congous since the 
last mail left, some 30,000 chests having been settled. Prices may be 
quoted nearly two taels higher for fine and one tael higher for medium 
teas, but since the receipt of the Kiachta telegrams, quoting an active 
business in Congous at one shilling, there has been less demand, and the 
market closes with a decidedly easicr feeling. The stock has slightly de- 
creased, arrivals from the river having fallen off owing to the panic among 
the Hankow teamen, consequent on Mackellar and Co.’s failure, and we 
now hold not more than 50,000 ehests. The bulk consists of common 
Oonahms, such as the tea quoted above as active at a shilling, for which 
18 tls. or 1s. 14d. bas been offered, teamen being firm for 19 tls. or 1s. 2d. 
The stock in Hankow was about 40,000 chests at date of last advices. Busi- 
ness in Pingsneys has continued to a moderate extent, and prices since the 
departure of the steamer are rather lower, though still above the equivalent 
of last London rates. Of the fine Moyunes from Chinkiang, two chops hava 
been settled at 39 taels—all round, an extreme price considering the near 
approach of the new teas, and of which an unusually plentiful crop is ex- 
pected. Silk: Early in the fortnight but few transactions took place in 
this market, owing to the unfavourable telegraphic advices received via 
Kiachta from England, quoting chop No. 3 Tsatlee 30s. 6d. per 1b. Sub- 
sequently, however, as the natives evinced a desire to accept much lower 
rates for their silks, a large business took place, and the settlements are 
estimated at fully 1,400 bales, chiefly common to medium Tsatlees and 
Taysaams at prices which show a decline of fully taels 20 to 30 per picul 
on rates paid last mail. The Chinamen appear very anxious to realise 
their stocks, and are willing to submit to even lower rates to induce pur~ 
chasers. Of the settlements made fully 700 to 800 bales are going forward 
on native account, or joint account of foreigners and Chinamen. The 
unsold stock has increased to 7,000 bales, only a small proportion of which 
are chop silks, the chief part being composed of market and common de- 
scriptions. 

FOOCHOW. 


There is no political or general news. The dates are down 
to the 6th July. 

The ship Pakwan, bound from Foochow with a cargo of tea 
for London, met with an accident while being towed out. To 
avoid several wood junks which were lying at anchor she kept 
too much to one side of the river, got into the chow-chow 
water, and had to let goan anchor. In swinging to the tide 
she struck on a rock, and had to be towed back to Foochow 
leaking bedly. She will have to go into dock and discharge 


cargo.

Pekoe: A 
few parcels of mixed leaf kinds have been settled for England. The fine 
Panyong Teas have not yet arrived. Scented Teas: Have been in ve 
full supply, and a large business has been done in them at a fall of 1 tael. 
HONG KONG. 

| The dates of this mail are down to the 25th July. The fol- 
lowing one, with dates to 29th, per P. and O. Company, is ex- 
pected on the 12th. The P. and O. mail of 10th June had 
arrived out, and the French mail of 17th was hourly looked 
for. Notice of attachment has been issued on behalf of the 
Mercantile Bank on Smith, Kennedy, and Co., for $48,959, 
balance due on bills of exchange on Robert Smith and Co., 
London. 

The Shanghai Recorder states that Mr. Gibson, H.M.’s Acting 
Consul at Hankow, was violently struck in the Court-room of 
the British Consulate at that port by three Chinese, some 
seventy or eighty being present with three foreigners at the 
time. The V. C. Daily News modifies the statement into one 
Chinaman having struck the Acting Gonsul, and being immedi- 
ately and most properly floored by “a well-directed facer ” from 
that gentleman. 

P A meeting of the Legislative Council was held on the 23rd 
uly. 

Present—The Governor, the Chief Justice, the Acting 
Colonial Secretary, Judge Ball, Treasurer Forth, and Hon. 
Messrs. Ryrie and Parry. Messrs. Phineas Ryrie and Francis 
Parry, having taken the oaths, took their seats as members of 
Council, in place of Messrs. Dent and Gibb. 

The ordinance concerning contagious diseases was then passed, 
as No. 10 of 1867. 

The chief subject of debate—or rather conversation—was the 
mode of collecting the police and lighting rates. 

After a somewhat lengthy discussion, an important alteration 
was made in the mode of collection. The objectionable sum- 
mary process of execution by warrant before summons was 
abolished, and the ordinance was amended to the effect that 
a formal notice of assessment should be issued at the com- 
mencement of the quarter, and should the person assessed fail 
to pay within a time named, a summons would be issuable for 
the recovery of the same, four days’ notice of the intention to 
issue such summons to be given to the defaulter. Rates re- 
covered by summons to bear a charge of 12 per cent. per annum 
from the commencement of the quarter. The question as to 
whether the old mode of proceeding should be retained was 
supported by the Chief Justice and Mr. Forth ; the other mem- 
bers advocating the amended process. 

The Governor then said that, as there was some local diffi- 
culty in the way of the immediate constitution of the High 
Court for the Suppression of Piracy, he laid before the council 
a short ordinance extending the jurisdiction of the Supreme 
Court in dealing with confedcrates of pirates, outfitters, and 
those guilty of offences provided against in the Piracy Ordi- 
nance of last year. This jurisdiction, it was distinctly men- 
tioned, would not extend beyond what was consistent with the 
practice of the court ; and the main point of last year’s ordi- 
nance—viz., to dispense with trial by jury, would, of course, be 
perfectly inapplicable to the Supreme Court. 

The council then adjourned.

The following has been issued by the Hong Kong and 
Shanghai Bank. We believe that the dividend announced at 
the July meeting was at 12 per cent. per annum, after allowing 
for all losses by Dent and Co. and others :— 

“The new deed of settlement of the corporation, having 
received the sanction and approval of his Excellency the 
Governor, in conformity with the provisions of the ordinance 
of incorporation, is now ready for signature by the share- 
holders.” 

The following is from the Daily Press, in reference to Mr. 
Pollard and the Judge, noticed in our last :-— 

The details of an exciting personal quarrel between the 
Chief Justice and Mr. Pollard, Q.C., will be found further on in 


the course of various reports of proceedings in the Supreme 
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Court. Mr. Pollard was thought by the Chief Justice to have 
been guilty of contempt of court on a certain day, and, after 
some delays, a solemn “ decision” was given, in accordance with 
& previous announcement, owing to which the court was as full 
as it could hold, by which Mr. Pollard was adjudged to pay a 
fine of $200, or be suspended from practice for fourteen days. 
The amount of the fine as inflicted on a man who constantly re- 
ceives more than twice as much as the fee for a single day’s prac- 
tice in court gave the sentence an air of absurdity, but its real 
sting lay in the insulting manner in which it was delivered, 
accompanied by a lengthy harangue, during which Mr. Pollard 
was compelled to stand. To say that the current of public 
opinion in the affair sets strongly against the judge would be to 
express the fact in language of so mild a character that it 
would disguise the truth. The community was disgusted and 
indignant. The fine was paid by a subscription signed by more 
than a hundred persons, most leading men of all classes being 
amongst them. Mr. Pollard, after addressing a letter containing 
the most serious charges against the judge to the Governor, 
has been recommended by his Excellency, who declines to in- 
terfere, to send in a petition to Hor Majesty (no direct appeal 
to the Privy Council being open in law), accompanied by afi- 
davits as to what took place in court on the occasion referred 
to, which Mr. Pollard declares to be totally at variance with 
the statement of the judge. This course he has adopted, and 
affidavits by persons of undoubted respectability, and corrobo- 
rating Mr. Pollard’s statements in the most striking manner, 
will, it is believed, be sent home with the petition. The affair 
cannot end where it stands now, the allegations contained in 
his letter to the governor being of a nature which, considering 
his position a8 a Queen’s Council, can hardly be passed over, 
and must be either withdrawn or substantiated. 

The following report of a meeting of the Union Insurance 
Company is from the China Mail :— 

Minutes of a meeting of shareholders in the Union In- 
surance Society of Canton, held on the 29th June, Mr. Keswick 
in the ‘chair. The shareholders present were Messrs. Foster, 
Parr, Pestonjee, Arnhold, Ryrie, Nissen, Sassoon, Ghandy, Ca- 
majee, Duncanson, Eimbcke, Andre, W. Lemann, Rozario, 
Pallanjee, Parry, Stil!, Taylor, Helland, Bosman, Heard, and 
Ede. 

The Chairman read the advertisement calling the meeting 
and the first clause of the articles of agreement to which the 
advertisement referred. 

Mr. Kyrie proposed, and Mr. Parry seconded, “That the 
Union Insurance Society of Canton for 1865 to 1867, which, 
according to clause No. 1 of articles of agreement, terminates 
on 3lst December, 1867, shall not be continued after that date. 
That Messrs. James Duncanson, N. H. Foster, jun.. W. Kes- 
wick, W. Nissen, and A. Sassoon, who constitute the present 
committee of management, be empowered to frame new articles 
of agreement, with the view of starting a new society under 
the old title, and submit the same to a general meeting of 
shareholders within three months from this date.” 

Some discussion took place here as to whether the new 
society should be a triennial or an annual one. 

Mr, Rosman moved, and Mr. Arnold seconded, as an amend- 
ment to Mr. Ryrie’s proposition, ‘That the-paragraph relating 
to the formation of a new society be struck out.” The amend- 
ment was put to the vote and lost ; the original proposition was 
then put and carried. 

The Chairman called attention to an article which appeared 
in the Daily Press and Overland Trade Report, in which it 
was mentioned the financial statement of the society showed 
a very large deficit, and said he wished to contradict that re- 
port, which he need scarcely inform the shareholders present 
was altogether incorrect. It was true the society would lose 
through the unfortunate position of Messrs. Dent and Co., but 
it was satisfactory to know there were funds quite apart from 
those in Messrs. Dent and Co.’s hands which would admit of 8 
fair dividend being declared at the proper time. The chair- 
man further remarked that the Committee of Management 
hoped their endeavours to promote the interests of the society 
would be seconded by the shareholders giving it support by 
contributing as much business as they were able. 

A question was put by Mr. Parry, whether the moneys in the 
hands of Messrs. Dent and Co. would not be considered trust 
moneys, and whether the committee had taken steps to ascer- 
tain if the society’s claim could be considered a preferential 
one. 


Mr. Keswick replied on behalf of the committee that the 
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affairs of the society had been in their hands for a few days 
only, and that all matters connected with it were being inves- 
tigated. 

The meeting was about to be dissolved, when Mr. Taylor rose 
and said that he thought they should not separate without con- 
sidering that Messrs. Dent and Co. had managed the society 
faithfully and ably for a great many years. He proposed and 
Mr. Eimbcke seconded—*“ That this meeting thanks Messrs. 
Dent and Co. for their able management of the Union Insurance 
Society’s affairs during many years, and regrets that circum- 
stances have rendered the transference of its management to 
other hands necessary.” This motion was put to the vote and 
carried. 

(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. ) 
July 23rd, 1867. 

“Tr may safely be anticipated that the majority of persons in 
England who are interested in Chinese matters (unfortunately 
they are so few!) will stand aghast with astonishment when 
they receive the news that the Colonial Government of Hong 
Kong, or rather the Governor, has departed from one of the 
most clearly established principles ruling wherever the British 
flag floats, and has licensed gambling of the most pernicious 
kind and on a scale of enormous magnitude. 

This is, I think, the first occasion on which I {have adverted 
to any official act of Sir Richard MacDonnell otherwise than in 
terms of praise, but all his laudable efforts for the moral re- 
generation of Hong Kong are likely to come to naught when 
counteracted by the extraordinary scheme he has now matured 
for the propagation of vice as a financial remedy for 
the embarrassments into which the colony has fallen. 
Hitherto, Hong Kong has at least, with all its de- 
fects, been an example, on the whole, of integrity as regards 
the intent of its Government to the adjacent empire; 
but the native authorities of Canton, who have during the last 
twelve months entirely eradicated gambling from existence 
within their jurisdiction, at an enormous pecuniary sacrifice, 
will justly reproach the Colonial Government with picking up 
their cast-off clothes of official iniquity, if Sir R. MacDonnell’s 
scheme be sanctioned by the Colonial Office at home. Sir 
Richard, like many other capable but headstrong individuals, 
appears to be fond of ignoring his “constitutional advisers ” 
and official assistants in favour of counsellors and instruments 

picked up in very odd bye-ways. For some time past it has 
been rumoured that Sir Richard’s Chinese cook is his principal 
and confidential informant and guide, and in this gambling 
matter especially the cook has been consulted, much to his 
own profit. The scheme which Sir Richard MacDonnell 
has partially unfolded co. pre .ends, so far as can be judged 
from the preliminary statements, permission to a gambling- 
eontractor to establish gambling houses in all parts of Victoria 
and the remaining settlements on the Island, with an under- 
standing that the law prohibiting gambling, though left un- 
repealed in the Statute book, shall not be enforced. In return 
for this privilege, the contractor engages to pay the Colonial 
Government no less than the enormous sum of two hundred 
and fifty thousand dollars per annum. In other words, the 
gambling house-keeper, in lieu of retaining half the police con- 
stables in the Island, by a fee of some per $20 mensem each, to 
wink at his proceedings, is allowed to extend his operations enor- 
mously, and to bribe the Government instead of the police, toleave 
the law unenforced. What the result of this extraordinary action 
will be every person cognizant with matters in Hong Kong and 
China can easily divine. An influx of the worst characters 
from Canton will instantly take place, making the gaming- 
houses to be established their headquarters for the planning 
and commission of every kind of crime, whilst every art will 
be used, under the cover of legal sanction, to entice the native 
residents of the place, the Chinese servants, clerks, and shop 
assistants, to wager their money at the “Government tables,” 
and to procure by theft or fraud the means of supporting the 
system which is to produce so vast but so iniquitous a return 
to the Colonial Treasury. As a sop to public opinion, the 
Governor has held out the expectation that the receipt of so 
large a revenue from this source will enable him to continue 
the operation of the Stamp Act suspended ; but people who have 
British interests and honour at heart are crying out, with little 
love for further taxes, that they would prefer a dozen Stamp Acts 
to so fatal a system as that about to be inaugurated. That the 
well-known connection of a domestic employé of Government- 
house with such schemes will expose the Governor's name to 
slander among the Chinese is certain; and the Governor, will 
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be lucky if he escapes unmerited blame more securely than a 
former Lieutenant-governor, whose easy-going license to his 
native servants brought serious troubles to his own good name. 

Since I last wrote the bfinkruptcy of Dent and Co. has be- 
come, from a matter of confidential whispering, a subject of 
public discussion, and, although the precipitation of the Act of 
Bankruptcy is regretted, public opinion is not so completely 
favourable to the mode of procedure immediately prior to the 
catastrophe as might have been anticipated. As will have been 
learned by last mail’s advices, the firm were driven to petition for 
an adjudication in bankruptcy, owing to the action taken by the 
Hong Kong and Shanghai Bank in endeavouring to sue out a 
judgment upon a claim of 100,000 taels. The bank was 
forestalled in this attempt to obtain the first pick of Dent and 
Co.’s assets by the declaration of bankruptcy made by the firm 
itself, and notwithstanding the protests of the bank, heard 
before the Supreme Court, Dent and Co. have received five 
months’ protection from further action. A separate bankruptcy 
has been declared on tke part of the Shanghai firm, a prelimi- 
nary hearing in which is fixed for the 23rd of September. 
The Supreme Consular Court at Shanghai will shortly, also, be 
actively occupied with an extensive and fraudulent bankruptcy 
at Hankow, where a firm established for some few years past 
failed two or three weeks ago, its principal creditors being 
Chinese, whose teas have been obtained on credit, and hypo- 
thecated for their full value to banks in Shanghai, the proceeds 
being made use of in paying off pressing claims from other 
creditors. «So much excitement has prevailed among the 
native traders on this subject that the acting British Consul at 
Hankow was mobbed in his own office by the enraged creditors. 

The shippers of teas from Foochow have been somewhat 
enlivened by recent advices from home, but accounts are 
almost unanimous as to the injudicious nature of the deal- 
ings at that port during the present season no less than at 
Haukow. All over China the wet spring has deteriorated the 
quality of the leaf, notwithstanding which, with a precarious 
home market and short exchange, enormous prices have been 
given. The shipments from Canton are very languid. 


ComsercrAL.—The Daily Press of 24th July reports :—There is little 
change to report in the market for manufactured imports; in fact, goods 
of all kinds are in such short supply that there is in reality nothing to . 
promote activity were the demand ever so pressing. It is seldom, per- 
haps, that this market has been so clean swept of all manufactured goods 
as it is at present, or that even the arrivals have been so numerously antici- 
pated as to leave little or nothing that will actually add to stocks for several 
monthstocome. The cargo of the Solent is turning out badly damaged, 
consequent upon the heavy weather she encountered on hor voyage hither, 
and this will in a few days place upon the market a quantity of goods to be 
placed at auction. As this is always a favourite mode of purchasing}with 
the Chinese, it would not be surprising if remarkably good prices were 
obtained for these, and the effect cannot be otherwise than beneficial upon 
the market. Sales continue on a fair scale from second hands, and to-day 
a number of large transactions are reported by large native dealers at full 
market rates. There is still a fair demand for Raw Staple, which con- 
tinues to be taken at slightly better prices. The inquiry for Metal is 
still noticed. Transactions reported to-day embrace 300 pieces 30 yds. 
American Drills at $4.20, 200 pieces Brocade Lustres at $8.10, 590 bales 
Bengal Cotton $19.80 to 23.45, 100 bales Bombay {at $23.25, 50 bales 
Tientsin at $23.20, 500 piculs Flat Iron at $3.35, and 300 bars Malacca 
Tin at $21.50. There has been nothing doing in shares, and, with the 
exception of hotel shares, which are to-day quoted at $65 per share dis- 
count, quotations remain. 


THE RIOTS AT PENANG, &c. 
(FROM A CORRESPONDENT. ) 

The riots that were raging in Penang when the last mail left, between 
the Ghi Hiu and Toh Peh Kong Hoeys, will afford Sir Harry Ord’s Go- 
vernment an early opportunity of dealing effectually with the secret societies 
in the Straits Settlements. The present feud originated at Junk-Ceylon, an 
island situated more than a hundred miles to the north of Penang, showing 
how the ramifications of these secret combinations extend over the settle- 
ments and neighbouring States. The late Government was from time to 
time pressed to interfere, but to the last persistently neglected to do so, and 
consequently these associations, that might have been rendered innocuous or 
extinguished at the outset, have gradually assumed such dimensions that 
there is scarcely a Chinese left in either station who is not a member of one 
of them. The Malays and Klings also join them, and even have secret 
societies of their own. In 1854 serious riots occurred in Singapore, during 
which much property was destroyed, and several hundred persons perished ; 
they were only quelled by the military on martial law being proclaimed. 
For the last ten years both Singapore and Penang have been incessantly 
disturbed by party fights, involving bloodshed and death, and yet not a 
movement has been made to coerce the Hoeys. . If I remember rightly, 
Sir James Brooke publicly expressed the opinion that the outbreak of the 
Chinese at Sarawak was, to some extent, brought about by the lax system 
pursued in Singapore towards the Chinese. 

The frequent outbreaks in the Straits are indubitably regarded by the 
natives of the surrounding States as a sign of weakness, and tend to lessen 
our prestige considerably. Hitherto the rioters have never turned their arms 
against the authorities, bat how soon they may do so, if allowed to revel in 
their lawlessness, it is impossible to say. The only attempt made to restrain 
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them through themselves is by forcing the heads of the IIoeys to patrol 


the streets as special constables with the police whenever disturbances 
occur. It has been suggested that the best course to pursue would 
be to force these societies and their office-bearers to be registered, just 


as friendly societies are in Lingland, and to declare all meetings of 


more than ten men with closed doors illegal. The plan would do good, 
but I fear would not prove effectual. I would go further; I would make 
the registered office- bearers responsible for the misconduct of their fol- 
lowers, and fine them heavily, and if that would not suffice, deport them 
and suppress the offending societics vi et armis. At the same time, I would 
make the punishment against rioters excessively severe. Although it is a 
notorious fact that the heads of the Hoeys invariably side with the exe- 
cutive and openly assist to restore peace, I, and all who have had any 
experience of the Chinese character, can havo little faith in their sin- 
cerity; and with such a people who, under strict rulers, are the most 
peaceful subjects, but under a lax system the most unmanageable, we 
know that arbitrary measures alone can keep them within bounds. Were 
such measures adopted the respectable members of society would be afraid 
to take office, and without respectable chiefs the societies would cease to 
exist; or, if they did, I feel sure they would contrive to keep their mem- 
bers from breaking the peace on the slightest occasion. The most trifling 
dispute between two men of rival societies is enough to lead to the most 
serious outbreaks, which cause the greateat alarm amongst all the inhabi- 
tants of the settlements, European and native, and for days seriously 
interfere with trade and business in general. ‘The Legislative Council of 
India did not pass a single Act affecting the Hoeys, and the only remedy 
has been to arrest peace disturbers and have them indicted for riot, un- 
lawful assemblies, &e. ‘To do this the police are nearly powerless, for the 
offenders take good care to keep within doors so long as an ofticer is in 
sight; but the moment he disappears, out they come and fight tothe death 
in the most crowded thoroughfares. 

The Hoeys (Triad Society) were originally formed in China with 
intent to overthrow the Manchu and restore the native or Ming 
dynasty. When our settlements were formed in the Straits, doubt- 
less some of the Triads came too, and they started the society 
there for mutual protection and eleemosynary purposes; ostensibly the 
latter is still their object now. I have always been of opinion that 
the high officers of Government might, by keeping up a proper intimacy 
and influence over the heads of the Hoeys, lead them to do much good. In- 
stead of wasting their funds on riots, public displays, &c., they could be 
easily led to subscribe to alms-houses and lazarettos. Instead of this 
the secret societies and their chiefs are alwavs regarded with distrust, 
except when outbreaks occur, and then the authorities are too glad to avail 
themselves of their influence. Although the enrolment of the chiefs 
as specials leads them often to patch up a peace, to run the course has 
always carried with it a sense of weakness. The rabble are very 
apt to conclude that we call in the aid of the chiefs because we cannot 
restore order ourselves. I quite hold with those who think the Chinese 
should be allowed every indulgence just so long as they conduct them- 
selves properly, for to them may be attributed, in a great measure, the 
present prosperity of the settlements—do away with the Chinese and the 
decline of the colony would be inevitable. I would indulge and encourage 
them to the utmost; and I think nothing would conduce to their happiness 
more than the destruction of the Hloeys. Were they declared illegal and 
put down by force the consequences might be dangerous, but I would 
rather do that than permit them to maintain their present baneful attitude. 
Without exception they are the source of all the disquietude we suffer in 
the colony. I think, however, my suggestion to hold the office-bearers 
responsible, and punish them, would eventually lead to the destruction of 
the Iloeys, or make them instruments of real good. The success which 
attended the rioters of 1854 and the immunities since enjoyed by public 
disturbers of the peace have culminated in chronic outbreaks. They have 
been incessant in Penang and Singapore for the last ten years, and the 
sooner the Legislative Council takes the subject into consideration the 
better for the future welfare of the new colony.

(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
RotrerDAM, SEPT. 8. 

Since the kermesse was held here (Aug. 12), 388 cases of cholera have 
occurred, of which 245 proved to be fatal. In the last days of the past 
month the cholera spread so much in the neighbourhood, and took such an 
epidemical character, that the Council of Amsterdam thought it its duty 
to forbid the Aermesse ; the lower class of people are, however, so much in- 
fatuated with this most horrible amusement, that it is jadged necessary to 
send a considerable military force to our capital, and nevertheless I fear 
mach for the disturbance of the public order. Her Majesty the Queen 
paid a visit to Rotterdam and visited the cholera hospital; she spoke with 
several of the sufferers and made the best impression. 

In a former letter I showed you by statistics that our insurance societies 
made very bad affairs; not only they were not capable to give dividends, 
but most of them sustained very heavy losses. These facts caused the 
managers of the societies to discuss several measures to augment their 
income, and proposed to raise the premium upon several articles, and in 
the first place on Java rice. Inthe meantime a combination was formed 
by them, which took the most extreme measure, viz., to exclude hence- 
forth the ships of Messrs. van Zeylen and Decker. This house, for some 
years past of no importance at all, is now sustained by very powerful 
capitalists ; many ships of great charter were built for account by this house, 
but some of them had much misfortune. The well-known steamer Graren- 
hayes (with auxiliary steam power) sailed with a large number of passen- 
gers and three hundred soldiers. This ship was averaged and obliged to 
go into Rio Janerio. Jealousy and animosity seems to have caused this 
resolution, taat for this firm is /a mort sans phrase. Our companies of in. 
surance were not content even with their measures, but made it known in 
London, Hambro, and everywhere. I am not acquainted with this firm, 
but I know that all the losses insured for were paid until now, which 
proves that there is no question of dishonesty. 

Mr. de Lesseps held some days ago a conference in this town. He has 
given a highly illustrated account of the works of the Suez Canal, ascer- 
tained that it should be opened on the ist of October, 1469, and urged the 
necessity that our capitalists should subscribe liberally for the amount of 
100 millions of francs still wanted for the construction. This speech was 
much applauded, but no money furnished. C’ess triste. 

At last there seems to be any chance that our newspapers will be made 
free of the stamp duty, that horrible tax upon the knowledge. The Dutch 
Literary Congress, which was held some days ago in Ghent, forwarded an 
address to the Minister to abolish this tax. An anti-stamp duty bond was 
organised, and even the Conservative paper published the communication 
that the Minister intended to lay a Bill before the Second Chamber to 
abolish at last this miserable duty.

RUSSIA, GERMANY, &o. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


HamBuRG, September 6. 

The Commercial Tribunal at Bremen was occupied one day last week 
with adjudication on the following case :—Mesars. F Brothers had 
insured their ship Alexander IJ. with several Bremen assurance companies 
for the space of onc year. At the expiration of policy the vessel was on 
her voyage from Nicolayefsk to Chefoo, and according to the conditions of 
the insurance the risk was prolonged till the arrival of the ship at the 
nearest port, Chefoo. On this voyage, however, she struck on a rock near 
the island of Obi, anc suffered some damage, but proceeded from Chefoo to 
Swatow uninsured, and thence to Singapore, insured against total loss 
only. At the latter port the damage was repaired, a survey having been 
made at Swatow by experts, who drew up ao official report. The owners 
demanded indemnification for the expense of the repairs. ‘The defendants 
denied that the average was tho consequence of the ship running on Obi 
Island, but from a subsequent accident; at all events, the damage had been 
much increased by the continuation of the voyage without having under- 
gone repairs, which should have been performed at Chefoo. The defendants 
further pleaded their non-liability on the ground that no estimate of the 
pecuniary amount of the average had been made, as required by Section 60 
of the Bremen Regulations for maritime insurances. The plaintiffs ad- 
mitted that to be the case, but justified themselves for the omis- 
sion by stating that from the absence of dock accommodation, 
both at Chefoo and Swatow, they had no opportunity of fulfilling the 
conditions required. The Court found for the defendants, though 
the plaintiffs did not lose their claim to compensation for want 
of surveys and repairs at Chefoo or Swatow, yet the amount of the damage 
suffered on the subsequent voyage had not been ascertained, and estie 
mated as provided for by Sections 60 and 61 of the Bremen Regulations, 
and as it was now too late to produce such proofs, they had lost all claim 
on the underwriters by their own neglect. 

COMMERCIAL. 

The pacific assurances given by the Emperor Napoleon have made a 
favourable impression and caused a greater feeling of confidence in the 
produce markets generally. About 5,000 chests of cassia lignea have been 
sold at 114 sch. bco., and this has cleared off the remaining stock in im- 
porters’ hands. An improvement is noticeable in the value of spelter, 
though the dealings have been but of limited extent; still the sales 
amounted to about 5,000 centners, 14 mks. 1 sch. having been paid for 
common quality, and 14.4 for special marks in loco. Money continues 
plentiful, and discount without alteration. In shipping nothing to report. 
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THE FAILURE OF LYALL, STILL AND CO. 


THE indignation felt by the public in England against the 
conduct of Chief Justice Sma.s, has taken a practical shape in 
the form of a despatch from the Manchester Chamber of Com- 
merce to the SxcreTaRY of SrateE for the Cotonizs, This is a 
very proper step, and we are glad to find that the comments on 
the subject, made in our issue of the 17th ult., have received 
such an efficient endorsement. A reference to our commercial 
column will show that it is highly necessary for the general 
good, that such measures should be adopted as will deter others 
from committing such flagrant violations of honor and inte- 
grity. It has hitherto been the experience of merchants in the 
China trade that their honor could always be relied on, and 
how this has been done in the case before us will appear from 


the following extract from Mr. Maciean’s letter to Mr. Lyaun 
of the 26th February :— ; 


Your two telegrams have been safely received, and I hear from two or 
three sources that the £20,600 on C. G. and Co. have been refused. Holli- 
day W. and Co., on behalf of Smith K. and Co., and Mendel representing 
Hendersons, have received long telegrams, and have applied for the goods. 
We have consulted Paunceforte, who tells us that we may as well be quite 
frank, and say what has become of the goods, and then if the Manchester 
people really can make good their lien, their attorneys can tackle the banks. 
Enclosed you will find copies of what correspondence has taken place. 
Faunceforte’s opinion will be to the effect that we should decline to part 
with documents still in our hands to anyone at present, and that, as we 
considered the goods were our own till after the dishonouring of the G. L. 
and C. F. 8. drafts at home against the cost, we had a right to do what 
we liked with them inthe meantime. In fact, as I wrote you from the 
commencement of our disaster, I have acted under legal advice, and, of 
course, te continue to do so. If the Manchester peuple can make their 
lien on the goods stand, it matters little where they may be.

As Paunceforte says Mendel would be only too glad to guaran i 
if he got the goods, but getting them or not he will have oaks ped aie 
bill. The onl y documents we hold free are Lieberts’ 5,000 pieces per 
Pakwan and jeans per Sir Lancelot, 1,000 pieces long ells and Cotes- 
worths Shun Lee and Canadian goods. All the other accounts are 
paid for, and proceeds have passed into our books. We have not 
replied to H. W. and Co. or S. K. and Co., but we told them we should 
hand a copy of the Attorney-General’s opinion when we received it, but 
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that in the meantime we thought it very unlikely that we should be ad- 
vised to part with anything to the detriment of the general body of cre- 
ditors. 

The following is a copy of the memorial :— 

Chamber of Commerce,,Manchester, 
Sept. 8rd, 1867. 

My Lorp DukE,—The board of directors of this Chamber has recently 
had under consideration certain transactions in connection with our com- 
merce with China, which in their nature are so directly subversive of all 
right principles of commercial integrity as to justify the strongest expres- 
sion of condemnation. The circumstances, however, which are the imme- 
diate occasion of this communication have arisen out of subsequent 
proceedings in the Court of Bankruptcy at Hong Kong, when the affairs 
of the parties implicated in the transactions, viz., Messrs. C. F. Still and 
George Maclean, partners, and representatives of the firm Lyall, Still, and 
Co., of that place, came before the court as bankrupts on an application 
for discharge. 

His Grace the Duke of Buckingham’and Chandos, &., &., 

Her Majesty's Secretary of State for the Colonies. 


In order fully to apprehend the bearing of this case, it may be needful to 
give a concise narrative of the dealings of these parties, when the unwar- 
ranted expressions made by the judge on that occasion, and to which we 
desire to call your particular attention, may then have a fuller signification 
and appreciation. 

The particulars to which we would now’advert are as follows :— 

Messrs. Lyall and Still, of London, ordered goods from firms in Man- 
chester, for shipment to Messrs. Lyall, Still, and Co., Hong Kong, the 
London firm, Lyall, Still, and Co. giving their acceptances for such goods, 
on conditions which were engrossed on the invoice, as follows :— 

“ Invoice of 170 bales forwarded to Killick, Martin, and Co., London, for 
shipment per Ariel, aud consigned to Mesars. Lyall, Still, and Co., Hong 
Kong, for realisation, proceeds to be remitted specially to meet Messrs. 
Geo. Lyall and C. F. Still's acceptances against the shipment.” 

These conditions were assented to by the firm at Hong Kong, who, uader 
date Dec. 14, 1866, write thus:— 

“We have the pleasure to acknowledge your favour of 24th October, in 
which you refer especially to the arrangement entered into between your 
good selves and Messrs. Geo. Lyall and C. F. Still for the remittance 
from this side of cost of four shipments of goods purchased on our ac- 
count. These arrangements we have now to say will be carefully 
attended to by us, and remittances will be made in the form appended to 
your letter. Copies of our letters advising remittances to our friends 
will be sent to you regularly.”’ 

On these terms it will be seen a lien is established on the goods or pro- 
ceeds of sale. Nevertheless, about the date of this letter the shipping 
documents of the goods, then afloat, were made over to certain banka by 
Geo. Maclean, and on the 30th Nov. and 22nd Dec. assignments were made 
to the banks of all or nearly all the property held. 

That Maclean at the time was aware that his firm was insolvent is shown 
by the following extract from his letter under date Dec. 27th, addressed 
to his partner, Mr. Lyall; he says:— 

“As I told you in my last, I had a long chat with Paunceforte, the At- 
torney-General, and his great idea was that Kayser and Kaye should be 
kept quiet here, so as to give every chance at home, as 80 much depended 
upon that. Pollard, who was consulted two or three days after the mail 
left, by the two above-mentioned bankers, came to talk the matter over 
in a friendly way, and see what could be arranged, 80 that these two 
banks might say they had made satisfactory arrangements with Lyall, 
Still, and Co. Paunceforte and Pollard eventually came to the con- 
clusion that the best thing that could be done would be to give these two 
banks a lien on such property as I could muster up. The two lawyers 
both considered that Kayser and Kaye were first entitled—the one 
legally, the other morally—to be satisfied even at the expense of other 
creditors hereafter ; and if things came to the worst, and if the docu- 
ment which I have signed is proved to be illegal by the other creditors, 
—as to all interests and purposes we were insolvent at the time—then 
Kayser and Kaye have no advantage, and would not retain their lien. 
Kayser is supposed to hold his as security for acceptance of the drafts by 
Chalmers, Guthrie, and Co., I having been unable to give documents, 
and Kaye for balance of account, in both cases hard cash having been 
paid; one in consideration of my promising to do something which after- 
wards I was unable to carry out.” 

Messrs. Lyall, Still, and Co. stood in the relation of assignors in trust to 
the Manchester firms, and on this part of the case judicial proceedings have 
taken place in order to establish the lien on the goods by the Manchester 
firms, which having proved unsuccessful, steps are now being taken to ap- 
peal against the verdict to the Privy Council. 

This brings us to that stage where Lyall, Still, and Co., being insolvent, 
a statement of their affairs is made to their creditors, when, according to 
the report of the official assignee, the total assets of the firm are stated to 
amount to $2,000, against $635,935 of debts and liabilities. 

Under this condition of their affairs, Messrr. C. F. Still and Geo. 
Maclean appear before the Bankruptcy Court at Hong Kong for examina- 
tion and discharge. 

The whole of the particulars as above related were known to Mr. Chief 
Justice Smale, who presided, and they would doubtless have had a wider 
publicity through the examination of the bankrupts, but on Mr. Whyte, 
who represented the firms in Manchester, rising for that purpose, he was 
informed by the Judge that if he examined either of them, “ as to any of 
the debts due to them by the bankrupts he would consider it to be a proof 
of those debts, and an election by him to proceed in bankruptcy, and so to 
waive any right to stop in transitu that was already claimed, or to avail 
themselves of the benefit of any lien or legal remedies.” , 

Under these circumstances a full disclosure of the nefarious practices of 
the bankrupts was at that time prevented. 

His Lordship then, in the course of his remarks, and after expressing 
his satisfaction at the statement of the accounts, added, “' That the books 
told the whole tale, and as that was the first merit in any bankruptcy, 
both bankrupts were entitled to that credit in this case. They would leave 
the court without the slightest imputation, except that certain want of 
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prudence which characterised almost everyone who traded largely in China. 
There were, however, different interpretations of what constituted a want 
of prudence in the legal meaning of the term. That which in a place like 
London or Liverpool would be nothing extraordinary, would, in a small 
town, be looked upon as an excess of speculation quite incompatible with 
fair business. The bankrupts had breathed a China air and formed China 
habits; they had played for high risks and lost, and he thought that those 
who had supplied them with the means of such extravagant speculation 
had the least cause to complain.” 

The Directors of this Chamber cannot allow these remarks of the Judge 
to pass without the strongest expression of disapproval, tending as they do 
to encourage or palliate commercial immorality. 

1. The fact of the hypothecated goods being handed over to cover other 
parties is an act of the grossest dishonesty. 

2. The fact of debts being contracted to the extent of $635,935, with 
assets of only $2,000, shows a recklessness of teading which should have 
received the censure of the Judge instead of his eulogy. 

8. The sneer from the bench on the unfortunate firms that had trusted 
to the good faith of the merchants was a gratuitous insult, and perfectly 
uncalled for. 

The Directors of this Chamber have felt it their duty to lay this matter 
before you, in the hope that such remarks from a Judge under such cir- 
cumstances may have the disapproval of Her Majesty’s Government.—

THE ALLEGED PERSECUTION 
NAGASAKI. 
In these days, when the rapid spread of religious toleration 
has gone far to eclipse the recollection of those atrocities that 
beset the progress of Christianity from its first existence until 
a comparatively late period, we have come to regard religious 
persecution quite as a thing of the past; and the pomp and 
solemnity with which certain of the Japanese martyrs were 
last year canonised at Rome came upon us more as a memory 
of the olden time than as a reminder that what has been may 
again be, and that martyrdom, in one form or another, will 
probably continue so long as the world has as many religions, 
and its inhabitants the same passions, as pow. It seems but 
the other day that we were twitting the Holy See with its 
tardy acknowledgment of the sufferings of those poor victims 
who perished in defence of their faith, by making Saints of 
them some two centuries afterwards ; and this, perhaps, not 
without a covert sneer at the inutility of reviving at the pre- 
sent time such an old-world story, apropos, appareutly, of 
' nothing at all. Yet to-day wo take up our Zimes, and learn 
through the prosaic medium of Reuter’s telegrams that some 
seventy native Christians are even now undergoing imprison- 
ment in Nagasaki on account of their religion; and startling as 
the news may be, there is noreason whateverto doubt its accuracy. 
Although the determined warfare waged against the Christian 
religion and the relentless persecution of its adherents had to 
all outward appearance succeeded in entirely suppressing its 
practice throughout Japan, it is difficult to believe that all 
vestiges of it were totally annihilated in the minds of the people. 
The faith slumbered, but was not extinct. So stringent were 
the laws against it, that no Japanese subject dared to have in 
his possession any object resembling, however distantly, the 
sign of the Cross; or to mention the Holy Scriptures, even in 
a whisper. And even the missionaries who have settled in 
Japan have been, and are still, prohibited from interfering with 
the religion of the natives—or, in other words, from making 
any attempt to proselytise—by the terms of the several treaties ; 
and are obliged to content themselves for the present with 
studying the language, literature, and character of the people, 
in order to fit themselves for more active work when the proper 
time comes. But notwithstanding these difficulties, there is 
no doubt that of late years many thoughtful Japanese (and they 
area more thoughtful people than superficial observers are 
willing to believe) have diligently studied the Scriptures. It 
roust be remembered that the New Testament has been long 
since translated into Chinese, that Chinese books are largely 
imported into Japan, and that every educated Japanese is able 
to read the Chinese character, and that they have availed them- 
selves of the opportunity thus offered, we have evidence in the 
fact that many students have from time to time visited the 
missionaries to seek explanations of such passages in the Chinese 
version as they have found difficult to comprehend. From 
this it will be seen that the existence of a native Christian con- 
gregation in Nagasaki is by no means an impossibility, and that 
such members of it as might fall under the suspicion of the Go- 
vernment are not likely to be leniently dealt with. Should they 
be converts to the Romish Church, they have doubtless been 
made acquainted with the canonisation above referred to, in 
which case that ceremony, although of doubtful benefit to the 
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deceased recipients of the honour, may still be useful—pour en- 
courager les autres. 

In adverting to the peculiar position in which the mis- 
sionaries in Japan are at present placed, by their inability to 
preach the gospel freely among the natives, we should be care- 
ful to guard them from the imputation of being insufficiently or 
unprofitably employed. The two resident American mis- 
sionaries in Nagasaki (one of them representing the Episcopal, 
and the other the Baptist Mission) are both men in the highest 
degree worthy of their sacred office, and have won golden 
opinions from both natives and foreigners. Unfortunately there 
has, up to this time, been no English missionary there, and the 
British community has not been sufficiently numerous to sup- 
port a chaplain, although a church, commodious® enough 
for the requirements of the place, was built some years 
since. From the time it jwas first opened one of these 
gentlemen has regularly performed Divine service, while 
the other has officiated as organist and directed the choir— 
both giving their services gratuitously, and this besides working 
very hard at their own avocations. ‘There is also a Roman 
Catholic Mission at Nagasaki, and the zeal of the priests of 
this church so often outruns their discretion that it may pos- 
sibly be some imprudence on their part, or that of their con- 
verts, that has led to this renewed persecution. Insuch a case 
the French Government may think fit to undertake a new 
crusade in defence of the Church—and it is easy to see what 
troubles may arise from such a quarrel if once begun. Further 
surmises on the subject are hazardous until we are in posses- 
sion of some more precise information. In the meantime we 
can only hope that a peaceful solution of the difficulty may be 
found, so that instead of leading to more bloodshed it may 
result in the abolition of the existing intolerant system. 


THE TELEGRAPH TO INDIA V4 RUSSIA. | 

WE hear from St. Petersburg that the Russian Council of 
State has granted the concession asked for by Messrs. SIEMENS 
BroruyeErs for their proposed new line of telegraph to India, 
through Prussia, Russia, and Persia. The Russian Government 
agrees to give a right of way free of cost, with a concession for 
working the new line for twenty-five years ; also to yield to the 
eompany their right of forwarding messages to and from India 
upon the Imperial Telegraph lines, and to hand over to the 
company all such messages touching Russian territory for 
transmission over its lines. The company is to work the line 
by means of its own officials, In return for these privileges 
the Russian Government exact a royalty of less than one- 
third of the existing internal tariff—that is to say, a royalty of 
five francs per message, subject to future modification. An 
equally favourable concession bas been procured from the 
Prussian Government, who engage to construct and to 
maintain two special lines through North Germany at 
their own expense, and to hand them over to the company 
for the period of twenty-five years. For these services, and 
for the privileges mentioned in the concession, the Prussian 
Government charge 2$f. per message, to be reduced (as in the 
case of Russia) in the event of the through tariff being re- 
duced. The right to land cables on German territory is also 
conceded, and as there are no private telegraph lines in Russia 
or in Prussia, the company will enjoy acomplete monopoly of al 
the through messages. The Electric and International Com- 
pany has agreed to lease two wires of the cable lately laid to 
Hanover to the new company, and negotiations are in progress 
with the Persian Government for an independent line in the 
company’s hands between the Russian frontier and Teheran. 
The British Government, we understand, has engaged to assist 
the undertaking and afford every facility in their power; and 
by means of these several arrangements an English Company 
will hold and work an uninterrupted line of telegraph through- 
out. The name of the newcompany is not yet announced, | 


»! HE accounts received by the last few mails of the scenes in 
the Supreme Court at Hong Kong between Judge Smaze and 
Mr. Potnarp, the barrister, indicate a state of disorganisation 
which is totally subversive ofall proper discipline and the usual 
respect paid to the occupant of the Bench. It would be un- 
profitable for us to go through all the particulars of the case, 
but the conclusion we arrive at is that Judge SmaLe committed 
a grave error in simply fining Mr. Pottarp $200. Such a paltry 
sentence was incompatible with the alleged offences; and in 
pronouncing it, the Judge was further insulted by the friends 
of Mr. PouuagD paying the sum for him. To convey @ proper 
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impression of the dignity of the Court, the Judge should not 
have hesitated in suspending Mr. PoLLarp from practice, pending 
the pleasure of H.M. Government. The case would have been 
properly investigated here, and the tribunal would certainly 
have given the Judge the fullest possible support. 






In another column will be found a communication on the 
subject of tho riots at Penang, which have assumed con- 
siderable importance, in consequence of the local Government 
not having adopted proper precautionary steps. The Governor, 
Major Ianson, appears to have pursued a most puerile course, 
disarming the police, &c. The course suggested by our corres- 
pondent was we believe urged by the late Governor, and he 
was finally allowed to submit a Bill for the better regulation of 
societies, which would have been passed three years ago had it 
not been for the intended transfer, which induced the Supreme 
Government to put it with several others on one side, but the 
drafts are no doubt all in the archives of the (Government at 
Singapore, and it is to be hoped that they will draw them to 
light, and turn them into law at once. 


ANOTHER gunboat intended for the Japanese Government, 
called the Assunta, has been launched by Messrs. Dudgeon on 
Thames. The trial on the 7th inst. was satisfactory in all res- 
pects, the speed attained with steam and sail being 14 knots, 
The armament of tho vesscl consists of one 6-inch muzzle 
loading rifle, one 40-pounder breech loader, and two 24-pounder 
howitzers. The rig is that of a three masted schooner, 
spreading a large area of canvas for the size of her spars. 








THE screw steamer 4ja.7, with the first of the new season’s 
Moning tea, arrived from Shanghai at Gravesend on the 2nd 
inst. and docked on the 3rd, having made the passage in 76 
days, and from Hong Kong in 67 days. The clippers from Foo- 
chow are expected to arrive during this week. It is stated that 
the Arie passed Anjer on the Sth, not the 4th July. 


THE Postal authoritics will, we understand, make up mails for 
China and Japan by the San Francisco route, so soon as the 
US. Government notifies that the service is established as a 
monthly one. As already intimated, we believe that is now un 
faut accompli, No further progress has been made in making 
up mails for China via St. Petersburg and Kiachta. 








Ir appears that the project of layiug a direct telegraph cable 
between San Francisco and the Sandwich Islands, thence to 
Japan and China, is again being canvassed. The Fenimore 
Cooper some fifteen years ago surveyed and sounded most of 
the ground, and these reports will now be useful. .

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The Desk Hong List, a General and Business Directory for 
Shanghai. North China Herald Office, 1867. Tho Desk Hong 
List has been designed to take the place of the sheet hitherto 
published, the increased size of the latter having rendered 
if in some instances inconvenient. Besides the List of Hongs, 
it contains under the title of the “ Who's who” column a com- 
plete alphabetical list of the foreign residents at Shanghai, and 
in addition a variety of useful information, such as postal 
arrangements, rates of freight and passage, movements of 
steamers, &c., is given in its pages. A strect plan of the 
foreign settlement precedes the title page. The general “ get- 
up” of the book is very oreditable both to compiler and prin- 
ters. 

We have received the fifth and sixth numbers of Notes and 
Querves on China and Japan, and must record our admiration 
of the great progress already made by this useful periodical. 
The more intimate relations we have lately established with 
China and Japan afford scope for investigation and research of 
both a scicntific and literary character, such as in former times 
were quite impracticable, and the results of such inquiries, which 
would be lost to the world if not published, and cannot ve 
appropriately recorded in the columns of anordinary news- 
paper, find a fitting place in the columns of Notes and Queries. 
Even in these six numbers, before the journal can be said to 
have had a fair opportunity of proving its utility, many valu- 
able contributions to our knowledge of China have already ap- 
peared, although, so far, but little information has been elicited 
concerning Japan. These last two numbers contain numerous 
interesting notes of an extremely varied nature—topographical, 
ethnological, etymological, numismatic, &. As the publication 
becomes more popular and widely known—which, from its in- 
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trinsic merits it cannot fail to do—its roll of contributors, and 
consequently its scope of uscfulness, will necessarily be greatly 
enlarged. In size the sheet has increased, sinoe its commence- 
ment, from eight to sixteen pages. 


We have received a copy of a new seria! published at Foo- 
chow, entitled the Missionary Recorder, which we have no doubt 
will prove of much service to the cause. 


The energy of the Japancse in adopting Western civilisation is curiously 
illustrated by some facts noticed in the American papers. It appears that 
the first Japanese embassy to that country took back with them a number 
of school-books, one of the consequences of which was the instruction of 
the commissioners now in the United States to procure large quantities of 
standard works. Mentioning the matter in the State Department at 
Washington, they were referred to an accumplished agent in the selection 
and purchase of books, who selected for them in all some ten tons of 
books, worth about five thousand pounds sterling. They were of all grades, 
from simple spelling-books to Webster's Unabridged, including also texte 
books in arithmetic, geography, chemiztry, natural philosophy, physiology, 
history, &c., and wall maps, magnetic globes, and other school apparatus, 
besides sample copies of nearly all of those standard school-bovks which 
were not sent in sufficient quantity for present use. It is said to be the 
intention of the Japanese Government to make English the language of 
their public schools; anda writer in the New York found Table, with a 
pardonable bias towards his own country, adds his belief that the Japanese 
intend ‘to rely on America for [:nglish books until they make them for 
themselves.” This certainly seems hard. Will no British minister or 
other English patriot at Jeddo put in a word for Paternoster Row?

The twin-screw gunvessel Riugdove, one of those building specially for 
service in the seas of China and Japan, was launched from No. 4 buildi 
slip of Portsmouth dockyard on the top of high water. The riacigal 
dimensions of the vessel are as follows :— Breadth between perpendiculars, 
170 ft. ; length of keel for tonnage, 157 ft. 7 in.; breadth extreme, 27 ft. ; 
ditto, for tonnage, 28 ft. 8in.; ditto, moulded, 28 ft 2in.; depth of 
hold, 12 ft. Sin. ; burden in tons, 662 65-94. The propelling power of 
the ship will consist of two independently working screws, each driven by 
engines of 80-horse power, nominal, manufactured by Messrs. Maudslay, 
Sons, and Field. The hull of the vessel is built of wood, with iron beams 
supporting the decks. Inthe application of the twin-screw principle to 
the ship the plan followed by the Messra. John and W. Dudgeon, the 
expositors of the twin-screw principle on the Thames, and the constructors 
of the engines of Her Majesty's ship Waterwitch, has been pretty closely 
adopted, but these gentlemen are not likely to copy in return the semi- 
circular mass of timber which projects from the hull under each quarter of 
the Ringdove to support her screw shafting. The Ringdove class is, how- 
ever, a great improvement upon the previous and first attempt of the 
Admiralty with twin-screw vessels in the Viper and Vixen. The Plover, 
the first completed of the Ringdove class, was tried light a few days since, 
over the measured mile, at the Maplin Sands, and realised a mean speed 
of 11.3 knots. This rate is in excess by half a knot of the rate obtained 
by any other vessel in Her Majesty’s navy of similar tonnage and power; 
but her real test of speed will be at load draught in Stokes Bay. 

A detachment of the Ist Division, Depot Brigade, Royal Artillery, has 
been placed under orders to embark at Gravesend for Ceylon, as soon as 
the necessary tonnage has been taken up for their conveyance. 

Staff Assist. Surg. F. Maddin, attached to the 3rd Depot Battalion at 
Chatham garrison, has been placed under orders to proceed to Ceylon. 
Staff-Surg. C. M. M. Miller, M.D., has joined at Chatham, for service at 
that station. 

Her Majesty’s iron screw storeship Hesper, 2, Staff-Commander J. G. 
H. Thain, from the China station, has arrived at Woolwich, last from Ply- 
mouth, and was inspected by Commodore Edmonstone, C.C., and Pay- 
master Francis J. Lory, secretary. The hands were mustered and con- 
gratulated on their cleanly appearance. After discharging ber war stores 
she is under orders to go up to the dockyard. 

The paddle-wheel steam frigate Valorous, 16, Captain Charles C. For- 
syth, which arrived in Plymouth Sound, left the Cape of Good Hope on 
the 4th of July, touched at St. Helena on the 19th, at Ascension on the 
24th, and at St. Vincent on the 8th of August. The Valorous was put into 
commission on the 15th of April, 1863. 

The Tamar, screw troopship, Captain Sullivan, C.B., is ordered to bave 
her defects made good at Portsmouth yard, and to be ready for proceeding 
to China and Japan by the 10th of October next. 

The screw steam corvette Rattlesnake, 19, at Devonport, of 1,705 tons, 
with engines of 400-horee power, will be commissioned in a few days for 
a second-class commodore to relieve Commodore Hornby on the West 
Coast of Africa. 

Commodore Caldwell, C.B., has arrived in England in Her Majesty’s 
troopship Orontes, and we are gratified to find that during the run home 
from the Cape of Good Hope his health sensibly improved ; but, from the 
nature of his complaint, we fear that he must give up all hope of being 
again able to serve on active duty. 

The foundation-stone of a building designed by the Royal Engineer 
Department as a gymnasium for the use of the troops in garrieon at 
Portsmouth was laid by Major-General Sir George Buller, K.C.B., the 
Lieut.-Governor of Portsmouth, and general officer commanding the 
troops in the south-west military district. The General, accompanied by 
Lady Buller, and the officers comprising his personal staff, arrived at the 
enclosed space where the building is to stand about three P.M., and was 
received by Colonel Hadden, R.E., commanding the Royal Engineer 
Force in the south-west district, and the contractors for the work, Messrs. 
Simms and Martin. Admiral Sir Thomas S. Pasley, Port-Admiral and 
Naval Commander-in-Chief, accompanied by Lady Pasley, and attended 
by Flag Lieutenant Boger, was also present, as were the commanding 
officers and others of Royal Artillery and regiments in the garrison. T 
gymnasium will be 125ft. long by 50ft. wide, and 28ft. from floor to ceil- 
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ing. It will contain the usual officers’, instructors’, and dressing-rooms, 
with also a gallery for spectators. The piece of ground on which it is 
being built is part of the glacis of the fortifications (now about to be 
razed) between the towns of Portsmouth and Portsea; it, therefore, holds 
a central position in relation to the large barracks of both towns, 

Lieutenant Brand, who had a principal part in putting Mr. Gordon, of 
Jamaica, to death, has been restored to active service, and appointed to 
the coastguard-ship Irresistible. 

The following Royal Warrant, dated the Ist instant, has been promul- 

ted :— 

‘‘ Victoria R.— Whereas it has been represented to us that it is expedient 
to amend the regulations under which furlough and money in lieu of 
furlough are granted to soldiers on re-engagement, our will and pleasure 
is that articles 563, 564, and 565 of our Royal Warrant of the 3rd of 
February, 1866, be cancelled, and that from and after the date hereof the 
following revised articles be the sole and standing authority on the sub- 
ject :—563. Soldiers who shall re-engage for a second term of service 
while serving at home shall be entitled to a furlough for two months, the 
furlough commencing from the date of their re-engagement. 564. 
Soldiers re-engaging at home after their corps has been placed under 
orders for foreign service shall be allowed a gratuity of £2, in lieu of fur- 
lough, subject to a deduction of 8d. a day for any furlough which may 
have been granted to them between the dates of the re-engagement and 
embarkation. But should a soldier so receiving a gratuity be prevented 
from embarking through circumstances under his own control, our Secre- 
tary of State shall be empowered to cause such gratuity to be refunded 
by the soldier. 565. European soldier: re-engaging for a second term of 
service while serving at the undermentioned foreign stations, and not being 
under orders to proceed elsewhere, shall be allowed the following gra- 
tuities in lieu of furlough :—India, China, Japan, Ceylon, the Mauritius, 
the Straits Settlement, Australia, or New Zealand, £5 ; the West Indies, 
West Coast of Africa, Bermuda, Honduras, St. Helena, the Cape of 
Good Hope, and the Canadian Provinces, £3; Gibraltar and Malta, £2. 
These gratuities shall not, however, be granted to soldiers re-engaging 
after the receipt at the station of the order for their regiments or corps to 
return home; in such cases furlough will be granted as soon after the 
arrival of the regiment in the United Kingdom as circumstances will per- 
mit. 565a. European soldiers re-engaging at a foreign-station while 
under orders to proceed to another foreign station shall be allowed the 
gratuity of £2in lieu of furlough.”

Monetary and Commercial.

The bidding for £270,000 in bills on India wore held at the 
Bank of England. The minimum price was fixed at 1s. 114d. 
on Calcutta and Madras, being an advance of 2 per cent., and 
at 1s. 113d. on Bombay, being an advance of 3 per cent., [and 
no tenders at these prices were received. As the terms thus 
demanded were almost prohibitory, it is to be presumed that 
Government did not wish to draw. Such a course should be 
openly stated, and not‘put merchants to the trouble of 
tendering fo no purpose. 

In consequence of the increased adulteration of Gambier in 
the Straits Settlements, it is intended by the merchants to 
again bring the matter to the notice of the local Government, 
with a view to passing a Bill in the Legislative Council at Sin- 
gapore, making it an offence punishable by the magistrates with 
imprisonment, &c. It is to be hoped that the Bill will pass, 
as the loss to merchants has been very heavy, some of the 
importations being almost entirely composed of spurious matter. 

It is stated that the difficulties connected with the affairs of 
Messrs. Trantmann and Co., which have been currently spoken 
of lately, are in course of arrangement, and that the firm will 
be enabled to continue its business, Mr. Trantmann, who is 
now in London, will we understand proceed to Shanghai to 
carry out these arrangements. The liquidator of the Com- 
mercial Bank, who are creditors, has we believe given every 
facility. 

Salting invoices has been practised to some extent, and a clear 
proof is said to have been lately shown in an invoice made out 
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by Archibald Campbell, late of Fletcher and Co., the bills for 
which were drawn on one of Barings’ credits, and bought by 
Holliday, Wise and Co. Truly the China trade has come down 
to the level of California, but with proper efforts on the part of 
those houses who have preserved their character we do not 
despair of seeing it regain its prestige. The wrongdoers, how- 
ever, must be exposed unflinchingly by Chambers of Commerce 
and the press. Publicity is the best antidote against disho- 
nourable trading, and it will be seen in another column that 
the Manchester Chamber of Commerce is aiding in this respect. 
The new Bankruptcy Bill, which enacts that a certificate shall 
not be granted until the bankrupt has paid 10s. in the pound, 
will, when passed, also serve as a check to over-trading. 

The amount of bullion by the P. and O. Company’s steamer 
Massilia, from Southampton on the 4th inst., was—In gold, 
to Galle, £530 ; in silver, to Hong Kong (H.M.’s Government), 
£24,583. 

The directors of the Agra Bank have issued/a very satisfactory 
report, from which we extract as follows :—~ 


‘With reference to the bank itself they are happy to state that the 
success which has attended upon the business since its re-opening, both 
in London and at the branches, has been in all respects most gratifying. 
They are likewise able to add that the result of its operations during that 
period has been such as would admit of the payment of a dividend to the 
A shareholders, who, in accordance with the terms of the Resuscitation, 
are alone at present entitled to participate in any immediate distribution of 
profits. Under these circumstances it might be warranted that} they 
should, according to old practice, and as they hope to do 
hereafter, declare a half-year’s interim dividend, but after mature 
deliberation—considering the fact that the Indian branches re- 
opened for business in the beginning of March, so that up to the 90th 
June they had only been in practical working about four months—con- 
sidering likewise that subsequent to the re-opening, both at home and 
abroad, some time was necessarily taken up in re-organising and develop- 
ing the business after its temporary suspension—the directors have come 
to the conclusion that it will not be expected that they should, on the 
present occasion, divide the profits which have been realised; but that 
they will act more in accordance with the wishes and judgment of their 
posi) by deferring a declaration of dividend until the accounts have 

een made up to the end of the year. When that time arrives they have 
every reason to anticipate that it will be in their power to submit a 
statement of accounts, and to sanction a division of profits which will be 
encouraging to the shareholders. 

“ With respect to the promissory notes representing the remaining in- 
stalments of 2s. 6d. in the pound each, due respectively in London and 
India on the 15th March and 15th July, 1868, it will be gratifying to the 
shareholders to know that already funds are on hand from the old assets 
which will, to a great extent, provide for the former of these payments, and 
the directors have no doubt they will soon be in a position from the same 
source to anticipate the discharge of the promissory notes in question, in 
like manner as they have been able to (do with the others falling due at a 
previous date. 

“‘ With regard to the ultimate outturn, and the surplus assets which will 
remain to the old shareholders, the directors cannot yet venture to speak 
with precision. If the remaining assets, however, work out as satisfactorily 
as they have reason to hope, under good management, they look to the re- 
sult confirming former anticipations.” — 

The business of Messrs. R. L. Southern and Co. will from this date be 
conducted under the style or firm of Southern, Quilty, and Co., at 34, 
Fenchurch-street, London. 

The half-yeazly meeting of the Merchant Banking Company of London 
(Limited) was held at the London Tavern, It is not usual for this com- 
pany to issue a half-yearly account, but the chairman (Mr. J. A. Smith) 
gave an estimate of the probable result of the working of the company for 
the year ending December next, based on the business of the past six months. 
He was of opinion that the gross profits of the year would amount to 
£56,000, which, with the balance of £4,139 carried forward from last year, 
would amount to £60,139; of this the payment of current expenses and 
the dividend of 5 per cent. would absorb £29,000, leaving about £30,000 
to be devoted to the reduction of the amalgamation account and the aug- 
mentation of the reserve fund, which now stands at £20,000. An interim 
dividend of 5 per cent. for the half-year ending 30th June was declared. 

A circular has been issued announcing the formation of a “ Licensed 
Victuallers’ Tea Association,” to compete with the grocers in return for 
their having entered into the retail wine trade under the Act passed by Mr. 
Gladstone in 1860. The argument is that this Act was a direct interfer- 
ence with the business of the licensed victuallers, ‘‘ the most highly taxed 
body of traders in the kingdom ;” and that as the grocers were not slow 
to avail themselves of the new field thus thrown open to them, and have 
cultivated it with assiduity, the licensed victuallers have been driven to 
consider how they may best protect and indemnify themselves. An asso- 
ciation, it is alleged, has accordingly been formed for this purpose, “ which, 
strong by its connection with gentlemen of long residence in China, and 
large experience as tea-tasters, can undertake to dispense with intermediate 
profits, and to supply tea at a lower price than the purchasing retail 
grocers pay.” 

The failure of a firm in Coventry in the silk trade, and rather largely 
indebted to the London silk brokers and others, is announced. 

The official liquidator of the Blakely Ordnance Company (Limited) has 
notified that the stock in trade of that company, not having been sold tn 
one lot, pursuant to the advertisement for tenders recently issued, he is 
prep:red to sell it in such separate portions as may suit individual buyers. 

The purchase by the United States of the Bay of Samana, in the coloured 
Republic of St. Domingo, for the sum of £1,000,000, now alleged to have 
been finally arranged, is in harmony with steps taken by some active New 
York adventurers fifteen years ago.

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ARTICLES OF IMPORT. 

Tea.—A considerable quantity of tea has changed hands; importers, to 
close shipments prior to the arrival of new season’s, offered the remnants 
of some of the best chops of season 1866-7 at public sale without reserve, 
and in most cases, owing to depreciation in quality from imperfect curing, 
they realised but 1s. 8d. to 1s. 9d. per lb., and second class from 114d. to 
1s. 43d. per Jb. The chief feature of interest has been the arrival, on the 
2nd inst., of the Ajax, with the first cargo of new season’s Monings and 
Wopaks, with an assortment of new-make Congous and Scented Teas. Of 
the Moning and Wopak Congous about half the quantity has been sold 
at from 1s. 7d. to 1s. 11d. for fair to good, and from 2s. to 2s. 4d. per Ib. 
for fine to finest; Scented Capers, 1s. 5d. to 2s. 5d. The quality on the 
whole is not good, but it is understood that the finest chops are not on 
board this vessel. We hear of 2s. 54d. being offered for the best chop for 
export to Russia; one parcel was announced for public sale, but afterwards 
withdrawn, being sold privately. Congous: Siftings remain match as 
before, the demand being still limited. Broken-leaf kinds are firm, being 
scarce. Fair to good common remain as last quoted, namely, 114d. to 
113d. perlb. Fair to good Flavory kinds show no change. Good to fine 
Kaisows and Pak Lings have sold rather lower. Common black leaf 
Congous remain without alteration. Fair and good have sold to a small 
extent at about previous prices. Fine to finest, of old import, have sold 
to a small extent at the reduction last quoted. New season’s have sold 
at 1s. 7d. to 1s. 11d. for fair to good, and 2s. to 2s. 4d. for fine to finest. 
In new-make Canton kinds a few sales hnve been made at fair prices ; 
those ex Ajax have not yet been sold. In Oolongs, Souchongs, and 
Flowery Pekoes, there have been but few transactions, and prices show no 
material variation. Some common Scented Capers have been sold at 1s. 
per lb., which was a good price for the quality; fair to fine have been 
taken to some extent at from 1s. 5d. to 2s. 2d. per 1b. Foochow Scented 
Orange Pekoes show no change. Canton kinds move off slowly; a few 
fine have found buyers. In Uncoloured Japans there has been nothing of 
consequence to report. Green Teas: The market for these has been 
steady, and the further arrivals have met with attention. Prices show 
scarcely any quotable alteration, the finer kinds still commanding a pre- 
ference, some invoices yielding 20 to 30 per cent. profit. Canton-made 
gunpowder teas remain much as before. Japan Leaf: In consequence of 
the small stock of China kinds, more attention has been given, and rather 
large sales effected in fine to finest at a slight advance. Uncoloured has 
been taken at the improved prices established the commencement of the 
month. The stock in the United Kingdom on the 31st ult. was estimated 
at 74,500,000 lbs. against 85,500,000 Ibs. last year, {and the quantity 
afloat at 37,083,750 lbs., against 34,804,730 lbs. 

SiLK.— We have to report another month of extreme quiet in silk. {The 
fourth steamer with new silk has arrived and still no business upon any 
than the smallest possible scale—still apparently the same determined 
limitation of purchase tothe absolute requirements of the day. The Prices 
of China and Japan Silk show an unusual margin in comparison with 
European Silk, but even this failed to induce business. The deliveries from 
the 1st to 6th inst. have been 433 bales Chinaand 73 Japan. The quo- 
tations are:—.
